2. Claims 36-38,44-47,52-57 are under consideration. Claims 52-57 are newly added. Claims 
14-35 ,39-43 ,48-5 1 have been cancelled. 

3. Newly filed claims 52-57 have necessitated the following species election. 

4. This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct species of the 
claimed invention. 

A) the method of claim 52 wherein the superantigen is staphylococcal enterotoxin A 

B) the method of claim 53 wherein the superantigen is staphylococcal enterotoxin B 

C) the method of claim 54 wherein the superantigen is staphylococcal enterotoxin CI 

D) the method of claim 55 wherein the superantigen is staphylococcal enterotoxin C2 

E) the method of claim 56 wherein the superantigen is staphylococcal enterotoxin D 

F) the method of claim 57 wherein the superantigen is staphylococcal enterotoxin E. 

The various superantigens recited in claims 52-57 are recognized in the art as structurally 
(different amino acid sequences) and functionally distinct (have different functional properties). 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally held 
to be allowable. Currently, claim 36 is generic.
